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Pelvic inflammatory disease 
(PID), which can result from unsafe 
sex and untreated sexually transmit- 
ted diseases, is the greatest single 
cause of infertility in the United 
States - a particular tragedy for its 
young victims. PID occurs when 
infections such as gonorrhea or 
chlamydia spread beyond a woman's 
lower genital tract and into the 
cervix, inflaming the uterus and fal- 
lopian tubes, . 

Each year one million U.S. 
women develop PID and one quarter 
of them are hospitalized. Without

have had PID in the past, your risk 
of recurrence doubles. 

Symptoms can be severe, mild 
or nonexistent. They may include 
vaginal discharge, painful urina- 
tion, mild aching pain in the lower 
abdomen, abnormal bleeding, fever 
and chills, or nausea and vomiting. 

If PID is suspected, your doctor 
will ask questions about your sex- 
ual history and perform a pelvic 
exam to see if your reproductive 
organs are swollen or tender. Blood 
tests, a cervical smear (a procedure 
like a Pap test), or another sam- 
pling procedure may be necessary 
to confirm the diagnosis. 

Antibiotics will be prescribed. 
Use them as instructed and finish 
all the medication. Your doctor will
